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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-6 and 8-19 are allowed and have been renumbered as 1-18. 
Regarding independent claims 1, 6 and 12, the prior art discloses dialing detectors that 
scan the keypad while the phone is in an on-hook situation, and go off-hook and send a dialing 
signal without manual activation of a send type key in a cellular environment, cellular phones 
being analogous to cordless phones with similar structure of systems and devices as well as in 
operation, the major difference in the operation of the two types of phones being the available 
dial tone that is present in cordless phone as claimed by the applicant. Also known in the 
cordless and cellular art are "panic buttons" in which one button is pressed in a device 
automatically goes off-hook and dials a number, usually for emergency or location purposes. The 
presently claimed invention is limited a cordless telephone, with a handset and a base which is 
connected to a public switched telephone network and said base receiving a dial tone which is 
available to a handset, and in the prior art this dial tone would only be activated at the handset 
when a "talk" button or the equivalent is pressed on the handset causing an off-hook connection. 
The present invention uses a prior art key scan element, differing in that during the on hook state 
when the available dial tone from the base in not received, the key scan element causes an 
outgoing call when a sequence (more than one key in a particular order) of keys is pressed and 
without having to manually push a button, such as a "talk" or "on" button, to cause the handset to 
go off-hook and dial. Dialing is automatic upon completion of the sequence. When 
incorporating all of the limitations, none of the prior art discloses the features as claimed. 
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Claims 2-5, 8-1 1 and 13-19 depend directly or indirectly from allowable base claims. 
When incoroporating all the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, none of the 
prior art discloses the features as claimed.
